Owners of mobile 
homes fighting tax 


A Committee to Abolish the 
Mobile Home Privilege Tax 
made plans for a lawsuit at a 
meeting Thursday evening at 
the Long Lake Fire Hall The 
standing-room-only crowd was 
enthusiastic about the proposed 
suit, saying it would correct 
inequities. 

The privilege tax puts a 15- 
cents-per-square-foot tax on 
mobile home owners, the group 
was told. The tax was signed 
into law by Gov. Daniel Walker 
Aug. 28, 1973, and would involve 
about $90 per home per year. 

Co-Chairman Ed Conn began 
the meeting by introducing the 
committee members and 
Attorney Sam Pessin. He then 
introduced Co-Chairman Lolly 
Cox,’ who told how the com- 
mittee was formed. 

Cox asked for a donation of 10 
per cent of the total of each 
person's privilege tax. He said

Cox outlined the committee's 
strategy to eventually abolish 
the tax. A suit must be filed, 
people must register and vote, 
and mobile home owners should 
pay the tax under protest, he 
asserted. 

“Paying in protest means 
filling out a protest form and 
sending it along with the 
payment check. By doing this 
the money will be held until the 
suit is settled,”’ he said. 

The president of the Illinois 
Mobile Home Association told 
the crowd of mobile home 
owners that his organization is 
working through legislation to 
have the privilege tax repealed 

Attorney Pessin, who has 
prepared a class action suit, 
told the audience to pay but 
protest. He said the tax is un-

constitutional on both the state 
and federal levels. He feels the 
suit will eventually reach the 
Supreme Court and be won. 

Gerald Cohn, who is running 
for state representative in the 
56th District, sympathized with 
the committee's. views. He 
emphasized ‘unfairness in- 
volved in taxing a home by size 
alone, not taking into account 
the age of the home.” He invited 
the audience members to his 
office if they wish to discuss the 
tax and their particular 
situation. 

The floor was opened for 
questioning, with Cliff Berry as 
moderator. Representatives of 
George | Musso, __ county 
treasurer, told the mobile home 
owners that their tax payments 
have been put into a separate 
fund, and the money with in- 
terest would be returned if the 
suit succeeded.

4 million state income 
tax forms put in mail 


More than 4,200,000 state 
income tax forms for 1974 have 
been mailed to Illinois tax- 
payers, State Revenue Director 
Robert H. Allphin said Friday 

“Every taxpayer who filed a 
state return last year should 
have received a new tax booklet 
in the mail by now, unless he or 
she moved," Allphin said. 

“Individuals filing a return 
for the first time this year can 
obtain form IL-1040 at any 
Illinois Department of Revenue 
office 

“By reducing 3.2 million of 
the tax booklets from 32 to 12 
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pages this year, we have saved 
32 million sheets of paper and 
over $120,000 in taxes. Most 
state taxpayers will be using the 
shortened booklet containing 
only standard forms and in- 
structions.”" 

About a million 32-page 
booklets were printed con- 
taining forms for non-residents, 
credit forms for taxes paid to 
other states and schedules for 
gains from sales of property. 

“Taxpayers expecting a 
refund. should receive their 
money in approximately six 
weeks if they file an accurate 
return by Feb. 15,” Allphin said 

“If you delay filing or if you 
make an error, it will double or 
even triple the processing time 

“The most frequent error is 
transposition of the Social 
Security number. You can 
guard against that error by 
using the pre-addressed label on 
the IL-1040 form.”

He coupled the warning with a 
plea toproperty owners to avert 
possible disaster by signing up 
for protection under the 
federally subsidized flood in- 
surance program, administered 
by his office in the Department 
of Housing. and Urban 
Development. 

Granite City has qualified 
residents for flood insurance. 
Venice has passed documents 
necessary to qualificaton and 
Madison is preparing the 
necessary ordinances for 
adoption soon. 

Last year, Bernstein pointed 
out, the Mississippi was in flood 
stage for 89 days, from March 
through June. That record may 
be eclipsed this year, he said, if 
any more rain increases the 
river’s already swollen waters. 

According to recent figures, 
he added, the Mississippi was at 
least five feet over its banks in 
Missouri and above the banks 
downstream’ to Baton Rouge. 
Flood stage is forecast for the 
lower portion of the river, and 
the levees have had no op- 
portunity to dry out. 

The admionistrator said a 
great number of flood-prone 
communities have not yet 
become eligible to participate in 
the program, leaving them 
unprotected if the flooding 
continues. 

Bernstein urged these 
communities to enroll in the 
program, so that property 
owners will then be able to 
obtain coverage through their 
local insurance agent or broker. 

To qualify, he explained, the 
community must submit an 
application to his office, HUD, 
Washington, D. C. 20410, cer- 
tifying it has adopted minimum 
land use measures to abate 
damage from future floods. 

‘Once the application is ac- 
cepted, insurance is available to 
residents of the community 
within a week. The policies are 
effective immediately through 
the first 30 days of the com- 
munity’'s eligibility. After that 
there is a 15-minute waiting 
period 

Substantially reduced 
premium rates, . as well as 
greatly expanded limits of 
coverage, will be available 
under the National Flood 
Insurance Program as a result 
of the recently-enacted Flood 
Disaster Protection Act of 1973, 
Bernstein said.

Under the old 
program the rates started at 25 
cents and increased ona sliding 
scale. 

‘The contents of homes are 
now insurable for 35 cents per 
$100, as opposed to the old 
sliding scale which rose to 45 
cents. 

For business and other non- 
residential structures, the rate 
is now a uniform 40 cents per 
$100, 20 cents below the top for 
such buildings in the old 
program. These buildings in- 
Biude businesses, churches, 
municipal structures, and, 
hotels and motels. 

‘The rate for contents of the 
non-residential properties is 75 
cents per $100, the same as was 
charged previously. 

The expanded limits of 
coverage were announced by 
President Nixon and HUD 
Secretary James T. Lynn last 
New Year's Eve, the day the 
Administration bill was signed 
into law by the President. 

For single family homes the 
limit of coverage at the sub- 
sidized rates is raised from 
$17,500 to $35,000 on the struc- 
ture. For multi-family homes, 
coverage increases from $30,000 
to $100,000. Contents for all 
homes and apartments can now 
be insured up to $10,000, double 
the previous limits. 

For non-residential 
property, available subsidized 
coverage on the structure in- 
creases from $30,000 to $100,000, 
and the contents from $5,000 to 
$100,000. 

For residents of communities 
where actuarial rates have been 
established, an additional layer 
of coverage is available* at 
acturarial rates.

The museum's priority list, 
submitted in April 1972, 
estimated selling prices of 
$2,500 an acre, or @ total of 
$1,682,500, and asked for an 
initial release of $750,000 to 
begin purchaeses. 

The Rattlesnake Mound 
group contains 420 acres. 
Trenched in the 1920s, it is one 
of the few remaining mounds 
retaining its original form. 

A similar one had been 
destroyed for commercial 
* purposes before state 
acquisitions in the area began. 
‘The present mound, believed to 
have been for ceremonial 
rather than burial use, is the 
only one remaining of its size 
and form, according to Dr. 
Bruce McMillan, museum 
archeologist who heads the 
Cahokia Advisory committee. 

The Kunneman Mound group 
lies to the north of the state's 
present holdings, about three 
quarters of a mile north of 
Monk’s Mound. The Kunneman 
Mound area was investigated in 
the 1920s and again in the "50s, 
but it has remained in 
agricultural use and is well 
preserved, Thompson said. The 
site includes a little over 231 
acres. 

When Europe was still in the 
Dark Ages, a group of 
prehistoric people built a huge 
city. They broke the soil with 
wooden, shell or stone digging 
tools, transported it in woven 
baskets and moved an 
estimated 50 million cubic feet 
of earth for mound construction 
alone. 

The city covered about six 
square miles and had ‘a 
population in the tens of 
thousands. 

What the builders and 
residents called it is unknown 
the sprawling — prehistoric 
metropolis had been aba 
for about three centuries before 
the first’ white explorers 
arrived, at the end of the 1600s. 

‘At one time, Thompson said, 
there were more than 400 man- 
made mounds in the complex 
which stretched all the way to 
the site of the present St. Louis, 
and gave that settlement its 
first name, ‘Mound City.”” 

‘A. numbering system was 
begun at Cahokia Mound as 
cearly as 1871, but only 87 
mounds by that time were 
recorded; |of these 20 have been 
significantly altered or 
destroyed| by modern farming 
methods| or urban, en- 
croachment. 

Professional techniques 
were’t applied to the sites until 
the 1920s, Thompson said, and 
as late as 1914 people still 
argued that the mounds had to 
be natural phenomena rather 
than man-made objects.

Landfill permit deadline 


Illinois Pollution Control 
Board regulations require all 
sanitary landfills which have 
not applied for an operating 
permit. from the — Illinois 
Environnmental Protection 
‘Agency to do so by April 27:° 

More than 250 sanitary land- 
fills throughout the state 
already have applied for the 
permits; another 500 should do 
so in order to comply with 
Pollution Control Board 
regulations adopted last July, 
according to Richard H 
Briceland, director of the 
Illinois EPA. 

“The operating permit 
process allows sanitary landfill 
operators the opportunity to 
review their procedures in 
detail. with the Illinois EPA 
technical staff and to learn if 


‘their operations comply with 


state regulations,’* he said: 

“Such a review can save the 
operators unnecessary expense 
and at the same time insure the 
neighbors of a landfill that the 
operation can be managed 
properly,” Briceland added, 

“Sanitary landfills are 
replacing garbage dumps. in 
every part of Tae The health 
and saftey hazards, as well as 
the visual blight, caused by 
garbage dumps are fast 
becoming ‘things of the past 
throughout the state,” he said.

Tax tip—Deduct for child care 


This is only the second year of 
the liberalized child care 
deducation and. many families 
aren't yet aware of the sizable 
savings it can mean, according 
to tax expert Sanford Kahn. 

“But any family eligible to 
make this deduction certainly 
ought to consider itemizing its 
taxes this year,” he says. 

“The so-called: child care 
deduction offers an opportunity 
to claim one of the largest single 
deductions the federal govern- 
ment has ever granted 

*‘Before 1972,"’ Kahn ex- 
plains, ‘‘the child care 
deduction amounted to $900 a 
year at most. And usually only 
those with incomes below $6,600 
could obtain it.” 

But now the child care 
deduction can be as high as $400 
a month or $4,800 a year. 

And it can be claimed by 
many single persons with a 
child or by many married 
couples, provided both spouses 
work at least three-quarters of a 
work week and provided their 


combined income is ‘less than 
$27,600. 

The child care deduction 
applies, to household and 
dependent care expenses in 
curred because the taxpayer 
was gainfully employed. 

“Gainfully employed also 
covers looking for a job," Kabn 
points out, “‘and part-time jobs 
— provided the inactive period 
doesn't extend for an entire 
month. ‘Gainfully employed” 
does not cover schooling or 
chairtable work that is done 
gratis.” 

Basically, requirements for 
the deduction are these 

—Those eligible are single 
persons or married couples 
(both employed) who pay for 
the care of children under 15 
The deduction stops at the 
child's 15th birthday, whenever 
it occurs during the year. 

Household and dependent 
care payments qualify if th 
are made to almost an 
domestic_worker in the house, 
except those such as gardeners 


or chauffeurs and except for 
relatives or other dependents of 
the taxpayer. 

“[g a maid is at home merely 
to open the door for the child on 
a regular basis, you may still 
dednct up to $400 of her monthly 
wages,” says Kabn. 

“Of course, babysitters would 
be covered, too. But remember 
that if you pay any individual 
more than $50 a quarter, you 
must contribute to his or her 
Social Security benefits.” 

—The full $400 deduction may 
be made if the family income is 
less than $18,000. After that, the 
deduction is reduced |by $1 for 
every $2 of income up|to $29,600. 

As an example, an eligible 
family earning $20,090 a year 
could deduct up to $3,800 a year 
of $316 a month. Families with 
incomes above $27,600 forfeit 
the right to claim any) child care 
deduction. 

“The deduction applies 
primarily to payments made to 
anyone hired to help look after a 
child at home,” Kahn says

“But there is also a provision 
for out-of-the-household ex- 
pense, That usually means day- 
care centers.” 

Deductions permitted for 
day-care centers or other out- 
of-household expenses are 
$200 a month for one child, 
$300 for two children and up to 
the limit of $400 a month for 
three or more children. 


These amounts 
include tuition or similar 
educational expenses for 
children in the first grade or 
higher. 

He cautions that to enjoy the 
benefits of the deduction, a 
husband and wife must file a 
joint ‘return and must | itemize 
the child care expenses — not 
listing them in addition” to 
taking the standard deduction 


Adds Kahn: “The deduction 
also may apply in some 
situations where there are costs 
not connected with a child

Ljeutenant Governor Neil F- 
Hartigan last week called for an 
end to the poverty that exists for 
many Illinois senior citizens. 

“These are people who have 
paid taxes and have worked to 
help build this state for the last 
46 years. It is wrong to force 
them into poverty when they 
should be living with dignit 
he asserted. 

He called for additional 
benefits for the nearly 300,000 
senior citizens who are eligible 
to apply for the ‘‘circuit 
breaker” property tax relief 
program, and urged an end to 
“the misleading forms and 
instructions which keep seniors 
from benefits they’re entitled 
to. We're strangling our seniors 
with bureaucratic red tape. 

“Our work over the past 
several months with the 290,000 
seniors who should have been 
eligible for ‘circuit breaker’ tax 
relief clearly identifies these 
people as those most in need of 
and entitled to additional 
assistance—especially when 
only 129,000 received a grant 
and 80,000 were turned down,” 
he said 

Hartigan's program 
specifically calls for 

1. Modifying the ‘‘circuit 
breaker” by exempting the first 
$1,800 of income from the in 
come calculation and lowering 
the income percentage from 6 
per cent to 4 per cent for the 
income between $1,800 and 
$3,000, as outlined in H.B. 2135, 
sponsored by Rep. Peters 

2. Raising homestead 
exemptions to at least $2,500 to 
enable seniors to remain in 
their homes and help to stabilize 
existing communities, as 
described in H.B. 9, introduced 

Rep. Jone: 
A freeze of rents at Dec..3 


1973, levels for those eligible for 
“circuit breaker” relief, with 
the Illinois Housing Develop- 
ment Authority subsidizing the 
difference between frozen rents 
and increased rents in the same 
locations. > 

“This should be attempted 
until we develop programs for 
the 33,000 units of senior housing 
we are now lacking. We can no 
longer sit idly by and watch 
seniors being forced from their 
lifelong homes by inflation and 
our inability to mount programs 
to provide decent housing for 
them,” Hartigan said. 

4. Exempting seniors from 
payment of the sales tax on 
food, clothing, fuel and 
medicine—both prescription 
and non-prescription drugs—for 
those qualified for ‘‘circuit 
breaker” relief. Identification 
would be through a nurpbered 
card and recordkeeping would 
involve present sales tax 
reporting procedures 

“How does a person living on 
$200 a month or less, pay taxes, 
rent, food, medicine and 
clothing? You and I know it isn’t 
possible. The unfortunate 
reality is that food and drugs 
are not purchased and a human 
being suffers unnecessarily 

“This is not a pie-in-the-sky 
proposal,"’ he continued 
“Money is available to find a 
positive program to meet the 
needs of the elderly 

“A review of the state's 
current fiscal situation in- 
dicates that a mid-year 
budgetry balance of $157 million 
exists in the General Revenue 
Fund, according to published 
reports. “About $13 million of 
the $29 million appropriated for 
‘circuit breaker’ tax relief was 
not used this year and a similar 
amount will not be used next 
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year based on the existing 
eligibility formula. x 

““approximatley $60 million of 
state funds can be freed, 
assuming the federal govern- 
ment took over the funding 
responsibility for old-age 
assistance,” Hartigan said. 

“In large part, this is not new 
money. It is money, that has 
been appropriated for 
programs for the elderly 

“This isn’t entirely a program 
for senior citizens. Thousands of 
young families of my 
generation want to see their 
parents enjoy the kind of life to 
which they are entitled. Yet, 
inflation makes it harder and 
harder for them to meet this 
obligation.” 

He called for mailing—to 
each of the 210,000 who applied 
for “circuit breaker”’ 
assistance ‘last year—a sub- 
stantially less complicated 
application form and_in- 
struction sheet. Forms would be 
mailed by March 1, 1974, as 
provided in H.B. 33, sponsored 
by Rep. Giorgi

It could become the most 
explosive issue of the 1974 
session of the legislature. By 
deciding some close legislative 
races, it could well determine 
whether Republicans or 
Democrats hold the majority in 
the next legislature. 

Perhaps most important of 
all, it could prove to be a key 
factor in the political future of 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 

The issue surfaced at the 
Statehouse when Senate 
President William Harris of 
Pontiac put. the - Republican 
legislative leadership on record 
as opposing proposed tuition 
increases at state colleges and 
univerisities. 

In doing so, Harris put an 
immediate squeeze on Walker, 
who has yet to take a public

able to buy some time by 
issuing a statement through an 
office spokesman that he will 
not decide on the tuition 
proposals until he reviews the 
total state budget next month.

Education has recommended 
an increase averaging $30 a 
year for each student at 
Senior institutions. 

The’ University of Jinois 
Board of Trustees already has 
adopted a $60-a-student tuition 
increase for the 1974-75 school 
year. : 

The U. of ¥. decision has 
already touched off a storm of 
protest from students and 
parents throughout the state. 
The 12 per cent hike means that 
families will have to pay $556 a 


yéar in tuition alane to send a 
child to Hlinois U- 

Further fueling the parental 
indignation is an accompanying 
increase in rates at residents 
hall on the Champaign-Urbana 


campus. 

The rate for an individual 
student is going up $86 a year. 
Next fall, it will ost $1,350 a 
year for a student in a 
university residence hall. 

Similar hikes are in praspect 
at other state colleges and 
universities. 

The tuition and residence hall 
inereases come at a time when 
families are already bitter at 
the tightening inflation crunch.

Kaskaskia ring 
levee breaks 


High water continues to 
plague Kaskaskia Island again 
this year. The St. Louis District, 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
reports that a ring levee built to 
offer protection for one of the 
eight holes in the levee system 
around the island broke during 
a near-flood flow qn the 
Mississippi River in mid-week 

While five of the eight holes 
have been completely restored, 
three openings in the levee 
could not be totally repaired due 
to bad weather. Temporary ring 
levees or cofferdams had been 
built around the breaches to 
protect the low-lying inland 
areas. 

The Corps says that a 
phenomenon called a ‘sand 
boil’ where water and silt boil 
up from pressure undermined 
the ring levee, weakening a 60- 
foot reach.

Retention of Army Aviation Systems Command in this metropolitan area 
may result in expansion of its use of Granite City Army Installation 


The federal government’s decision 
to leave the Army’s Aviation 
Systems Command in St. Louis is 
welcome news. Many Quad-Cityans 
would have been adversely affected 
by its widely-predicted departure. 

It would have been costly and 
pointless to transfer the Command. 

Georgia already has been abun- 
dantly, blessed with military bases. 
thanks to the legislative power of its 
native sons who became committee 
leaders in Washington. The present 
Army secretary, also a Georgian, 
finally put an end to the unjustified 
transfer campaign of recent months 
on Thursday. 

Congressman Melvin Price of this 
district played a leading role in 


trying to retain Avscom in this 
region and deserves high praise for 
his effective efforts. : 

‘An added dividend cited by Major 
General Frank Hinrichs, Avscom 
commander, is that the Command 
may place some of its engineers in 
available facilities at the Granite 
City Army Installation and also may 
expand present use of the local In- 
stallation as a helicopter base where 
the engineers conduct testing of such 
aircraft. 

The wisdom of Colonel Donald 
Elmore, Granite. City commanding 
officer, in seeking diverse utilization 
of the partly inactivated local base 
in the past several years is becom- 
ing increasingly apparent. 


Positive aspects of Nixon presidency include quest for lasting peace 


President Richard M. Nixon may 
not be able to finish out this year in 
that office due to public and Con- 
gressional displeasure over oppres- 
sive aspects of the Watergate 
political scandal. For the record, 
positive aspects of his tenure as 
chief executive — past accomplish- 
ments and current objectives — are 
presented here, excerpted from the 
1974 State of the Union message 
delivered Jan. 30. 

For the first time in 12 years, a 
President of the United States can 
report to Congress on the state ofa 
union at peace with every nation of 
the world. 

Our relations with the Soviet 
Union have turned away from a 
policy ‘of confrontation for one of 
negotiation. With the People’s Re- 
public of China, after a generation of 
hostile isolation, we have begun a 
period of peaceful exchange and ex- 
panding trade. 

Peace has returned to our cities, to 
our campuses. We are helping 
toward the achievement of a just 
and lasting settlement in the Middle 
East. 

We will establish a new system 
that makes high quality health care 
available to every American at a 
price he can afford; it will not 
require additional taxes or put our 
whole system under the heavy hand 
of the federal government. 


We will make our states and locali- 
ties more responsive to the needs of 
their own citizens. We will make a 
crucial breakthrough toward better 
transportation in our towns. 


We will reform our system of 
federal aid to education. We will 
make an historic beginning on the 
task of defining and protecting the 
right of personal privacy for every 
American. And we will start on a 
new road toward reform of welfare; 
last ‘year, for the first time in 18 
years, there was a halt in the growth 
of the welfare caseload. 

Cooperation of the American 
people in our energy conservation

program has gone a long way 
toward avoiding gasoline rationing. 

Historic negotiations this year will 
enable us to ensure fair treatment in 
international markets for American 
workers, farmers, investors and 
consumers. A new era of interna- 
tional trade can increase the pros- 
perity of all nations and strengthen 
peace among all nations. 

In today’s world, the price of 
peace is a strong defense. We have 
steadily reduced the share of defen- 
se in the national budget, from 44 per 
cent in 1969 to 29 per cent in the 
current year. In the coming year, 
however, increased expenditures 
will be needed to insure the con- 
tinued readiness of our military for- 
ces in the face of rising costs. 

In 1974 we will be negotiating with 
the Soviet Union to place further 
limits on strategic nuclear arms. 
Together with our allies we will be 
negotiating with nations of the War- 
saw Pact on mutual and balanced 
reduction of forces in Europe. And 
we will continue to promote peaceful 
economic development in Latin 
America, Africa and Asia. 

We will press for full compliance 
with the peace accord that brought 
an end to American fighting in In- 
dochina. / 

As we create more jobs, develop 
new sources of energy and 
strengthen the system of private en- 
terprise that produces our prosper- 
ity, we solidify those essential bonds 
that hold us together as a nation. 

The 93rd Congress was the period 
when America ended its longest war 
and began its longest peace. A junc- 
ture of historic forces — unique in 
this centrury — provides an oppor- 
tunity to create a structure of peace 
solid enough to last a lifetime and 
more. 

Not just peace in our time, but in 
our children’s time as well. It is on 
the way we respond to this oppor- 
tunity, more than anything else, that 
history will judge whether we in 
America have met our responsibil- 


ity.

“The major problems facing 
our urban community cannot be 
solved without an effective 
regional organization which has 
the power to plan for solutions 
and to implement programs. 

“An organization _like 
SLACOG (St. Louis Area 
Council of Governments) will 
enhance, not detract from, the 
ability of local governments to 
meet the needs of their 
citizens.”” 

This comment by St. Louis 
Mayor John H. Poelker is cited 
by the St. Louis Regional 
Commerce and growth 
Association in urging adoption 
of SLACOG by the Missouri and 
Illinois legislatures and by 
Congress. 

Whether this bi-state region 
without it is being debgted. The 
case for SLACOG, as outlined 
by the SLRCGA_ (St Louis 
Chamber of Commerce), 


follows: 
Not long ago, the St. Louis 


area consisted of a_ distinct 
central city surrounded by rural 
counties and small com- 
munities with entirely separate 
needs and locally manageable 
problems 

Years of growth and change 
transformed it into a vast 
metropolis in which all the 
common difficulties of modern 
urban life have far-reaching 


pact 

Established county and 
municipal governments con- 
tinue to provide a broad variety 
of essential services to their 
citizens, but new problems have 
appeared which defy purely 
local solutions. 

Air and water pollution, solid 
waste disposal, mass and 
rapid transit, airport 
development, port 
development, railroad 
relocation, . economic 

development and other 
regional concerns spill across 

municipal, county and, state 
lines. 

Though the responsiveness 
and autonomy of _ local 
jurisdictions remain as valued 
and valuable parts of the area’s 
political tradition, it grows 
increasingly clear that regional 
problems and regional op. 
portunities can be handled 
successfully only when local 
governments are ‘able to work 
together in a coordinated, or- 
derly way 

This could be ac 
complished, according to many 
specialists who have studied 
Greater St. Louis’s public needs 
and political realities, through a 
cooperative. forum — making 
full use of regional resources 
without attempting to intrude 
into local jurisdictions. 

Between 1962 and 1971, while 
total national employment 
increased 5.1 per cent, em- 
ployment declined 6.6. per 
cent in the St. Louis region. 

The populations of the 

nation’s metropolitan areas 
rose an average of 17 per cent 

between 1960 and 1970, but 

Greater St. Louis’s population 

increased only 12 per cent. 

If this trend is to be reversed, 
action will have to be taken on a 
regional level to create an 
agency capable of dealing with 
complex problems which 
transcend local __ political 
boundaries. 

It is one of the many problems, 
not likely to be remedied except 
through a regional. effort sup- 
ported by local units of 
government 

Such an‘ effort could help to 
increase te prosperity of the 
entire region and all of its 

le. 

Existing regional agencies 
have been less than effective in 
meeting areawide ‘challenges. 

Some have actually added to 
the complexity of an already 
overcomplicated situation. 

At present some 30 regional 
agencies exist in the 
metropolitan area, and together 
they spend a total of ap 
proximately $25,000,000 a year. 

‘This huge outlay is wasteful; 
agencies function 
autonomously, they duplicate 
one another's efforts, and too 
often they make decisions 
without considering each 
other’s work. 

Some are directed by boards 
of directors that are not 
responsive or accountable to the 
public. 

Often, the best regional 
planning agencies accomplish 
little because they do not 

the authority to put 
plans into action. 

Unless this situation is 
changed, one of two things is 
likely to occur: continuing 
division will produce regional 
decay, or the federal and state 
governments will impose 
solutions from above. 


The most notable agencies 
presently functioning in the 
regional arena are the Bi-State 
Development Agency and the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council; each of which 
has distinct advantages and 
disadvantages. 

Bi-State, though it possesses 
extensive: interstate operating 
powers, has the disadvantage of 
being governed by appointed 
directors who are not elected 
officials and are not politically 
accountable:to the citizenry. 

East-West Gateway, on the 
other Hand, is made up 
primarily of members who are 
elected officials. But it does not 

ss the statutory authority 
to implement its decisions or 
the assured sources of funding 
necessary for long-term 
commitments. 

SLACOG, the St. Louis Area 
Council of Governments, is an 
attempt to give Greater St. 
Louis what it needs to meet 
regional problems. 

Tt is an idea that began to take 
shape in 1972 after George 
Romney, who was then U.S 
secretary for Housing and 
Urban Development, addressed 
an audience of political and 
civic leaders in St. Louis. 

He warned that the federal 
government was becoming 
increasingly unwilling to 
continue expending money in 
metropolitan communities that 
were not organized to deal ef- 
fectively with regional 
problems. 

The governors of Missouri 
and Illinois responded to this 
challenge by creating the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Area Task 
Force, made up of 18 members 
from each state and includizg 
representatives of government, 
business, labor and the public. 

The Task Force was asked to 
recommend ways of better 
meeting regional problems. 

Assisted by professional 
consultants, the Task Force 
studied the region’s needs and 
sought a means of satisfying 
those 

The result was a formal 
proposal for legislative ap- 
proval of SLACOG by the 
General Assemblies of Illinois 
and Missouri. 

The proposal is not.the an- 
swer to all the region’s 
problems. But it is an effort to 
provide some answers 

A merger of Bi-State and 
East-West Gateway could 
eliminate the weaknesses and 
reinforce the capabilities of 
both agencies _— without 
threatening existing local 
governments or adding to the 
complexity of present regional 
administration. 

If, as a further step, the new 
agency combining Bi-State's 
authority and East-West 
Gateway’s political respon- 
siveness were used as an um- 
brella—uniting and  coor- 
dinating other regional plan- 
ning groups — metropolitan St. 
Louis would have a mechanism 
for attempting to deal with 
problems that transcend city 
county and state lines. 

The 12 agencies now per- 
forming industrial and 
economic development plan. 
ning, the 10 agencies involved in 
recreation planning, and the 
nine agencies planning in the 
housing and community 
development field, for example, 
could be brought together in a 
way that would increase the 
usefullness and efficiency of 
each. 

If the umbrella agency had 
dependable and adequate 
sources of financial support, 
and if it had Bi-State’s present 
power to implement its 
decisions, regional planning 
might cease to be a sterile 
exercise. 

By combining the planning 
and coordinating functions of 
East-West with the compact 
powers of the Bi-State 
Development Agency. 
SLACOG would be able to 
plan new regional programs 
and then take action to have 
its plans implemented. 
SLACOG is designed to be a 

coordinating mechanism for 
regional action without posing a 
threat to established local 
governmental institutions. 

The council will include 28 
members, 14 from Missouri and 
an equal number from Illinois, 
with 22 members being elected 
officials and three from each 
state representing the public. 

Federal regulations require 
that at least 70 per cent of the 
directors of councils of 
governments be elected of- 
ficials of general purpose local 
governments. 

‘The Missouri delegation will

aldermen and the comptroller 
of the City of St. Louis; St. Louis 
County's supervisor and the 
county council chairman and 
vice chairman; one 
representative of municipalities 
with populations exceeding 
10,000 persons in St. Louis 
County and one representative 
of St. Louis County commun- 
ities with less than 10,000 
residents; and the presiding 
judges of Jefferson, St. Charles 
and Franklin Counties. 

The Illinois delegation will 
include similar elected officials 
from counties and principal 
municipalities in that state’s 
part of the metropolitan area. 

The proposal calls for equal 
representation from the two 
states on the policy board, and 
the states will be asked to 
provide equal financial support 
for SLACOG operations. 

A veto provision has been 
included in the legislation to 
ereate SLACOG in order to 
eliminate the possibility that 
one state might dominate the 
other unfairly on the policy 

board; any action by the 

board's majority may be 
overruled by two-thirds of 
either state’s delegation. 

Numerous explanations have 
been given for equal 
representation of Missouri and 
Illinois on the SLACOG board. 

Both of the existing regional 
agencies, the  Bi-State 
Development Agency and the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council, provide equal 
representation forthe two 
states. 

Equal representation is a 
characteristic of most success- 
ful interstate compacts in other 
parts of the nation. 

The precedent of areas. with 
unequal populations partic’ 
pating with equal representa- 
tion in other councils of govern- 
ments has been tested in the 
courts. 

The courts found that’ such 
arrangements do not violate the 
one-man, one-vote principle. 

Federal authorities have 
stated clearly that they will not 
recognize a council of govern- 
ments that does not include both 
the Missouri and Illinois sec- 
tions of the region. 

To take advantage of the 
broadest possible citizen input, 
a regional forum of citizens 
from all segments of the 
metropolitan area will be 
established. 

It will function in an advisory 
capacity to the policy board on 
questions of regional concern. 

Proponents and supporters of 
the SLACOG idea assert that it 
is not an attempt to intrude 
upon. the autonomy and 
prerogatives of existing 
counties and municipalities. 

Its _purposes are purely 
regional, and it will be con 
cerned only with things that 
transcend established boun-, 
daries and cannot be ap- 
proached on other than a 
regional basis. 

Even regionally, it would, as 
proposed, not. be something 
entirely new. 

Instead, it would be prin- 
cipally an. attempt to make 
existing institutions more useful 
through consolidation and 
coordination. 

‘Rather than creating a new 
layer of government at-the top 
of the present. pile of govern- 
mental bodies, it could possibly 
simplify regional administra- 
tion by combining functions, 


reducing overlap, and making. 


the best. possible use. of the 
staffs and resources of agencies 


now in operation. 

Because its members will be 
accountable to public ‘con- 
stituencies,, and because the 
members wil have real 
responsibility. and the 
visibility that responsibility 
brings in public life, SLACOG 
offers the strong likelihood of 
clear accountability and re- 
sponsiveness to the wishes and 
needs .of the. St. Louis area’s 
citizens. 

SLACOG will be funded from 
federal, state and local sources. 

Annual assessments of up to 
10 cents per capita from 
member. counties and, munici- 
palities will be authorized to 
help finance SLACOG and its 
programs. 

There will be no double in- 
demnity in’ this arrangement; 
cities and towns will not be 
assessed for residents covered 
by participating counties. 

It is proposed that the two 
state governments provide 
equal amounts of support, and it 
is anticipated that federal funds 
will’ available to finance 
SLACOG activities. 

Wifi SLACOG be a super- 
government assuming the 
traditional powers of local 
governmental units? 

SLACOG will not 
government. 

It will be a coordinating 
council intended to provide 
county and mu govern- 
ments and existing regional 
agencies with a mechanism 
through which they can co- 
operate effectively in solving 
regional problems. 

How can. such a council be 
responsive to the will of the 
people? 

It will be directed by a board 
including a majority of elected 
officials, supplemented by 
citizen members. 

Will it be another layer of 
government for the St. Louis 
area? 

As proposed, SLACOG is 
designed to simplify the present 
complex situation by permitting 
regional agencies to work 
together in an orderly way with 
diminished duplication and 
waste. 

What is new about SLACOG? 

It would pool existing regional 
resources in a way intended to 
help local authorities better 
serve the needs of the region as 
a whole. 

How powerful will it be? 

Essentially, it will combine 
existing powers of the Bi-State 
Development Agency and East- 
West Gateway Coordinating

Constitutional controversy—the 
amendatory veto—on '74 ballot 


Illinoisans will be facing their 
first move to make a change in 
the new state constitution in the 
Nov. 5 general election. 

Voters will be asked whether 
they want to make a change in 
some of the governor’s powers. 
The proposed change deals with 
the governor’s amendatory veto 
of legislation sent to him by the 
General Assembly 

Under provisions for the 
amendatory veto as outlined in 
the 1970 Illinois Constitution, the 
governor can make some 
changes in the legislation and 
return it to the General 
Assembly 

If the General 4 
accepts the changes. 
legislation then becomes law 
But the General Assembly also 
has the right to try to override 
the governor's action. 

‘or some time, lawmakers 
been toying with the idea 

of giving voters a chance to say 
whether they would like to 
change the system of the 
amendatory veto power of the 
governor. It started under 
former Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 

Ogilvie used the power to 
rewrite a bill to grant aid: to 
private and parochial schools. 
The bill went to the Illinois 
Supreme Court to test its 
constitutionality. The high court

This started discussions 
among some of the legislators 
on revising the section relating 
to gubernatorial powers. 

The center of the discussions 
was of a constitutional nature. 
Lawmakers said they felt that 
the constitution, gave the 
governor too much power over 
the legislature, thus breaking 
down separation of powers 
theory in government— 
executive, legislative and 
judicial 

The legislators maintained 
that laws hammered out after 
study and debate should be left 
as passed. Then the governor 
has the power either to reject 
the legislation or approve it. 

Some lawmakers have 
pointed out that if the governor 
has wide amendatory power on 
legislation, he can thwart the 
legislative intent 

The first time Gav. Daniel 
Walker used the amendatory 
veto was last year: when he 
changed the wording and 
amounts of state funds which 
the General Assembly had 
approved for the Chicago 
Transit Authority. Walker 
wanted to reduce the amount to 
be received by the CTA. 

However, the legislature 
voted to override Walker's 
amendatory veto and put the 
legislation back in its original 
form. 

‘The proposal was presented 
to the General Assembly by 
Rep. Charles Fleck, R-Chicago 
It had 33 co-sponsors. 

The original thought behind 
the amendatory veto procedure 
was to ‘clean up” and organize 
wording in bills, some of which 
were passed’ by fatigued 
legislators in the ‘‘wee hours” 
of the morning as they sought to 
complete necessary business 
prior to adjourning a session.

SPRINGFIELD — Lt. Gov 
Neil F. Hartigan’ has issued 
his first annual report, which 
in the main shows a great 
many successes in areas of 
state government. 

igan, who is in his sec- 
ond year of a four-year term, 
said, he was especially 
pleased with advances made 
in five key areas — senior citi- 
zens, mental health and de- 
velopmental disabilities, St. 
Louis-East St. Louis Airport, 

mergy. 

In all, Hartigan said, his of- 
fice in 1973 focused on a total 
of 13 areas. 

“In my first year,” Harti- 
ga , “we were able to 
demonstrate that government 
canbe responsive to the peo- 

— that it can serve their 
needs and that the state can 
pull together as one unified 
body for the good of all.”” 

‘Hartigan pointed to his ef- 
forts to secure the Columbia- 
Waterloo Mlinois site for the 
location of a major airport to 
serve the evergrowing St. 
Louis metro region. The site is 
in Monroe County in Illinois, 
just a short distance from the 

ighty Mississippi River. 

“We met with the people to 
learn their views, communi- 
cated these views to state and 
congressional officials and 
met with federal administra- 
tors,” Hartigan said. “Only 
recently, a large hurdle was 
cleared. when the Federal 
Aviation Agency (FAA) ap- 
proved the Columbia-Water- 
Joo site and submitted these 
recommendations to the U.S. 
Department of Transporta- 
tion. I will continue, to work 
for final approval.” 

He said, “I opposed the 
more than $12 million reduc- 
tion in the budget for the Men- 
tal Health Department and 
the discontinuance of several 
Pe programs.” 

igan said he felt that 
because of his success in get- 
ting the Department on Aging 
approved he was asked to help 
work on problems of the de- 


sembly into the present struc- 
ture of the Mental Health De- 
partment. One of the major 
features of the agreement 
called for the release of $10 
million in supplemental 
funds. Another feature was to 
change the department's 
name to Department of 
Mental Health and Develop- 
menta) Disabilities, which 
Hartigan says ‘‘will improve 
the quality of care to the more 
than 303,000 people in Illinois 
who suffer from mental re- 
tardation, cerebral palsy and 
epilepsy.”” 

Hartigan also points with 
pride to his work with Mllinois’ 
senior citizens. 

“Our work with senior citi- 
zens in ascertaining their 
needs enabled us to form a 
commission on Aging which 
recommended the creation of 
a cabinet-level office,” he 


said. 

This was done and the De- 
partment on Aging was 
formed and a staff for the 
state’s new cabinet-level of- 
fice is being formulated. A 
special telephone service for 
senior citizens in the metro- 
politan area of Chicago has 
been installed. With the tele- 
phone line they can quickly 
gain needed information. 

“My office is exploring the 
possibility of expanding the 
senior ombudsman program 
to provide a toll-free call serv- 
ice to the entire state,” ac- 
cording to Hartigan. 

‘The report also touches on 
the current energy situation. 

The report shows that last 
August Hartigan’s office pro- 
duced a study on the use of 
coal gasification as a partial 
solution to the energy crisis in 
linois. 

“Illinois has a great 
abundance of coal reserves 
which can be used more pro- 
ductively to enhance the econ- 
omy of Illinois and, simul- 
taneously, increase our en- 
ergy supply,” he said. 

The report also outlined 
some of Hartigan’s work in 
securing more money from 
the General Assembly for the 
Illinois Arts Council to en- 
hance arts and cultural 
activities statewide.

Demos hope to control

SPRINGFIELD — If 1974 
produces a Democratic land- 
slide as some political observ- 
ers think, Democrats should 
have no trouble gaining con- 
trol of the state Senate. 


Republicans presently hold 
a vote edge and that’s the 
same margin of control the 
Democrats liad after the 1970 
elections. 


Despite the early predic 
tions of a Democratic year, 
don’t be surprised if the parti- 
san makeup of the upper 
chamber remains 30-29. There 
are only a few “swing” dis- 
tricts. Democrats are opti- 
mistic of victory in only two of 
the 12 districts where Repub- 
licans face reelection. 

In the 52nd District — 
Champaign, Douglas and 
Moultrie Counties — Joseph 
Pisciotte of Urbana has a 
good chance of unseating 
Stanley Weaver of Urbana.

The governor would 
seem to have but one pos- 
sible, winning tactic; that 
is to reform so fast and ef- 
fectively that he will bind 
the people to him; in other 
words, become stronger 
than the machine.”

SPRINGFIELD — Seva- 
reid, the television news com- 
mentator, made the above as- 
sessment in 1950 when talking 
about the late Adlai Steven- 
son's first year in office as 
governor of Llinois. 

Gov. Daniel Walker seems 
to have adapted the same 
strategy during his first year 
in office. Like Stevenson, he 
never held public office before 
becoming governor and he 
had a lot to learn. By the end 
of the year, though, he 
seemed to be more willing to 
give some and it resulted in 
passage of a new state lottery 
and a Regional Transit Au- 
thority for the Chicago area. 

One of the major accom- 
plishments of his first year in 
office, the governor says, is 
his executive order which 
prohibits state employes from 
asking other state employes 
for campaign contributions. 

His critics contend that the 
order accomplishes little, if 
anything at all, because em- 
ployes can sell the tickets on 


off A.C. (Junie) Bartulis, R- 
Benld. Until the last election, 
it was considered a safe Dem- 
ocratic seat because it was 
held for eight terms by the 
late William Lyons of Gilles- 


whipped Jerry 

Hardin by 6,018 votes. Corbett 
was under criminal indict- 
ment at the time of the elec 
tion, 

Democrats would have been 
considered a cinch to win it 
back this year had Rep. Ken- 
neth Boyle of Carlinville de- 
cided to run for the upper 
chamber, but he declined, 
leaving ‘Vince DeMuzio of 
Carlinville and Russell Masi- 
nelli of Staunton in a primary 
battle. 

If the pair can avoid a bitter 
primary fight, the victor will 
have a good chance in the 
general election. 

‘One key consideration in 
this district is geographical 
balance. Bartulis won last 
time, at least in part, because 
he captured heavily Demo- 
cratic Macoupin County by 
3,408 votes. Corbett did poorly 
there because he was from 
tiny Calhoun County, The 
Democratic candidate this 
time will also be from Macou- 


pin 

Democrats are rated as 
possibilities in only two other 
districts: the 16th where for- 
mer Sen. John Egan of Chica- 
go is running against Edward 
Scholl, also of Chicago; and 


their own time after work. 

Walker also puts at the top 
of his list the fact that the 
number of state employes is a 
few thousand less than when 
he took office and that only a 
few hundred jobs changed 
hands since his takeover. 

Another area Walker takes 
pride in is the cabinet he has 
assembled. Many of them are 
top professionals in their 
fields who were recruited 
from across the country. 

But being out-of-state didn’t 
help him politically — seeing 
many of the top jobs go to un- 
familiar faces doesn‘t help 
him any with the rank-and-file 
workers. 

‘And the appointment that 
received the most publicity — 
all negative — was that of An- 
thony Angelos as director of 
the state Department of In- 
surance. Angelos withdrew 
voluntarily before being con- 
sidered by the state Senate. 
The Senate, however, didn’t 
like all of the others, either — 
an unprecedented number of 
nominees, seven, were: for- 
mally rejected. 

‘That wasn’t the only time he 
had trouble with the General 
‘Assembly. Several.of the bills 
which he vetoed were overrid- 
den and became law without 
his signature which is uncom- 
mon because of the almost 
even balance between the Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 
Also, there was no tax relief 
or campaign disclosure legis- 
lation enacted whith he talked 
about. 

Members of the fourth es- 
tate, reporters, also had their 
difficulties with the new gov- 
ernor. It started with the An- 
gelos dffair, continued when 
Walker did not let reporters 
see his proposed budget ahead 
of time as is traditional and 
peaked with stories about his 
campaign financing. The gov- 
ernor publicly complains 
about the “bad ae 
Reporters think the governor 
is less than candid. 

The other segment in our

Buzbee was an upset victor in 
1972 when he defeated former 
Rep. Gale Williams by 4,812 
votes for the seat held for six 
terms by Republican John 
Gilbert. 

Buzbee was one of the few 
candidates helped by McGov- 
ern’s candidacy. Jackson 
County was the only county in 
the state to be carried by the 
Democratic _présidential 
nominee. 

Chicago Democrats have no 
threats — they all won last 
time by 20,000 votes. That 
leaves two Downstate seats: 
James Donnewald of Breese 
has no opposition and Betty 
Ann Keegan of Rockford will 
be favored over the GOP pri- 
mary victor. The only ques- 
tion in the latter's race is her 
health — she was seriously ill 
last year and if she becomes 
ill again to the point she could 
not be a candidate then the 
Republicans could defeat an- 
other Democrat.

He has also met with the 
public 18 times in what he 
terms accountability ses- 
sions, sessions in which any- 
one can attend in order to ask 
him questions about his ad- 
ministration. - 

The biggest disappoint- 
ment, even to many of his 
supporters, was his Depart- 
ment of Personnel order re- 
moving 5,000 jobs from future 
certification under the civil 
service system. Walker de- 
fended the action by saying it 
was done in order to hire more 
blacks; hiS crities claim it 
was done in order to give leg- 
islators more patronage jobs. 

As evidence, they point out 
it was done during the vote on 
the controversial RTA. 
Walker, of course, denies it. 
For one thing, he campaigned 
against such political tactics 
and has bitterly denounced 
them since. .

Social Implications of the Energy

Over thirty years ago a 
noted sociologist said that 
we are “helplessly drifting 
from one crisis and catas- 
trophe to another.” His 
thoughts have been ex- 
pressed by others before 
and since—crises are not 
new to man. But each 
crisis has its own impli- 
cations for the quality of 
life; the current energy 
crisis carries within itself 
the potential for either 4 
new age of hope or the 
dawning of man’s slow 
self-destruction. 

In, the short run, ‘the 
American people face 
neither, only a series of 
more or less painful adjust- 
ments. Life styles neces- 
sarily will be altered. We 
will have to find, | for 
example, alternative means 
of recreation; create new 
schedules for work and 
play; develop new patterns 
of planning and zoning; 
modify school and church 
activities, and alter our 
tastes as energy usage 
consumes an increasingly 
large proportion of the 
family income. This in- 
creased cost of energy will 
hit hardest at lower-income 
families; the poor will 
lose ground in their efforts 
to achieve a standard of 
living desired by all 
Americans. 

A crisis always carries 
with it the potential for 
psychological strain, and 
people under strain have 
difficulty relating to others. 
The extent of strain due to 
the energy crisis will 
depend partly upon how 
much financial difficulty 
results from it and partly 
upon whether people be- 
lieve it to be genuine. If 
the crisis is defined as real, 
problems of adjustment 
will be minimal. Americans 
coped well with shortages 
in World War II. The 
English have managed a 
series of economic crises 
and austerity campaigns. 
Rhodesians were reported 
to have found new zest in 
life in the face of wide- 
spread economic sanctions 
by other nations. In other 


“words,

a real crisis ¢an 
lead people to rally 
together, and their joint ef- 
forts can give new meaning 
to their lives. 

On the other hand, if the 
crisis is not. defined as real 
(and numerous Americans 
do not accept it as real), we 
will face not only problems 
of psychological ad- 
justment but also serious 
problems of __ non- 
cooperation, _ profiteering, 
exploitation, etc. Those 
who suffer economically 
from the illegitimate crisis 
will be potential recruits 
for new radical right- and 
left-wing movements. 
And how will Americans 
define this, crisis? It 
depends upon their judg- 
ment of the credibility of 
government and’ industry. 

These problems are 
serious, but they pale 
before the long range crisis. 
For the energy problem 
reflects a larger crisis 
which could result in the 
destruction of civilization 
as we know it—the crisis 
of the earth's resources. 
A group of researchers, at 
Massachusetts _—_ Institute 
of Technology have used 
a computer to estimate 
man's future on ‘the basis 
of his present use of natural 
resources; they conclude 
that we may now be living 
at the peak of the quality 
of life, that it is impossible 
for all people to enjoy the 
standard now existing in 
the West, and that we 
cannot avoid catastrophe 
without a radical reduction 


we erect eee 


in population growth and 
industrial output. Even 
apart from the shortage of 
oil, one researcher 
estimates that within about 
25 yes there, will be world- 
wide ‘shortages of _such 
goods as steel, cement, 
coal, fertilizer, and meat. 
These shortages would 
provide the setting for 
widespread stress, drastic 
reductions in standards of 
living, serious conflict over 
scarce resources, and, 
ultimately, world war. 

There is hope, however, 
in the midst of these 
predictions of disaster, for 
one factor they do not take 
into account is the develop- 
ment of new technologies 
which can resolve the prob- 
lems. But such develop- 
ment will require commit- 
ment, and that com- * 
mitment may be difficult 
to secure. In the face of 
massive human needs and 
the specter of a crisis of 
resources, the nations of 
the world continue to in- 
vest enormous sums of 
money in the military 
According to a recent news 
report, the Nixon admin- 
istration is prepared to 
increase military expendi- 
tures to deal with economic 
problems caused by the 
energy crisis, That. will 
only insure the coming 
catastrophe. We need a 
commitment to scientific 
and technological develop 
ment to resolve the 
problem of resources 
generally and energy in 
particular. And we need a 
commitment to research 
in the social sciences so 
the new technologies may 
be used in humane ways. 

This is a worldwide 
problem, not merely an 
American one. Strong 
political leadership is 
needed to establish a world- 
wide commitment to cope 
with the crisis of resources 
and to disengage nation 
from military bonds 
Otherwise the quality 
life can only deteriorate, 
and man may become the 
best-armed savage that 
ever destroyed itself. 


Supporters cast Percy in 
the Horatio Alger image

WASHINGTON —_ The 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, 
whose foundlings and run- 
aways inspired Horatio Alger 
to write “Luck and Pluck” 
and a whole shelf on poor boys 
climbing the 19th Century 
heap, was long before Sen. 
Charles H. Percy’s time. 

This hasn’t deterred ob- 
servers of the senior senator 
from Illinois from casting to 
aspirant to the Republican 
presidential nomination in 
1976.as a contemporary Alger 
hero, second in popular myth 
only to the western frontiers- 


man. 

Percy hates that hackneyed 
image with the passion he re- 
serves for the great depres- 
sion of the 1930s that scarred 
his youth. He still recalls his 
dilemma in -accepting the 
presidency of Bell & Howell at 
the age of 29. 

‘The very public Percy dif- 
ferences with President Nixon 
over e Court nomi- 
nees, the antiballistic missile, 
supersoni¢ transport, the 
Lockheed bailout and special 
Watergate prosecutor need no 
recounting here. 

Charles Harting Perey was 
born Sept. 27, 1919, in Pensa- 
cola, Fla., a son of Edward H. 
Percy, a native: of Mobile, 
Ala., and the former Eliza-

He was, said Chancellor 
Robert Hutchins, “the richest 
boy to work his way through 
college.” 

Percy’s mastery of the 
business world was also 
legendary. MeNabb outbid all 
other offers to keep Percy at 
Bell & Howell. McNabb’s 
wishes prevailed, even in 
death. It was his posthumous- 
ly expressed desire in a letter 
to directors that his protege 
be elevated from the board to 
the presidency. 

At the age of 29, Percy took 
over a company earning half 
a million on sales of some $13 


million in a camera market | 


oriented toward profes- 
sionals. -Percy got into the 
mass market with a cheaper 


camera, driving earnings up 
to $19 million on sales of $256 
million by the time he left 17 
years later. 

Percy's portfolio reportedly 
held more than 100,000 Bell & 
Howell shares worth about $5 
million when he entered 
politics. 

To avoid senatorial conflict 
of:interest, Percy put his hold- 
ings in blind trust and now 
agonizes over the gloomy 
stock market. 

Percy has known adversity 
and trauma. His first wife, 
Jeanne Valerie Dickerson, 
whom he had married in 1941, 
died in 1947 of a drug reaction 
following two operations for 
ulcerative colitis. Their 21- 
year-old daughter Valerie, 
whose identical twin, Sharon, 
married John D. Rockefeller 
TV, was the victim in 1966 of a 
slaying still unsolved. 

President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower was credited with get- 
ting Percy, then a novice, into 
politics. Eisenhower was im- 
pressed with Percy's ability 
to raise funds for the party _ 
and his backing of Ike’s 
reciproca] trade program. 
Eisenhower and his vice 
president, Richard Nixon, 
picked Percy to chair the 
platform: committee at the 
1960 Republican National 
Convention. 

Percy bobbled and Melvin 
Laired picked up the gavel. 

Percy bouneed back to win 
the Republican nomination to 
dethrone Gov. Otto Kerner, 
but the Democratic incum- 
bent won the 1964 election 
with a 180,000-vote plurality. 
Percy next decided to take the 
renowned liberal vote-getting 
Sen. Paul Douglas. head-on in 
1966 and emerged victor by.a 
margin of more than 400,000 
votes. a
